Mrs. Noble was much att'ected, although 
she did not give way to her technics. 

Piece aiicr piei;e of tlie clot;iiii>r of 
till.' nuuiicroil girl Mrs. Nobles idouti- 
tied — tn? oator garments, tlie hat, the 
gloves and tli.j suoes, all tuuiid in the 
rafters of tne churcti by the officers 
who had preceded her on the stand. 
She was positive as to two of tha rings 
which the dead girl bad worn on the 
morning that she last saw her alive and 
identified the third as precisely similar 
to another whioh had been worn ou the 
hiiK'er of BlanuhA Lamdnt. 

Mrs. Noble, ou cross-examination, 
sold: "After Blanche disappeared, Du- 
rant come to my house with Dr. Vogel 
to consult With me about her absence. 
He turned to me and said: 'Bluuo'<e 
won suuh A good girl, she believed 
•reiyone else was as goad-aahexsalf. 
and in that woj sha aught aava baan 
carried off.' " 

Maud Lament identUed tha riOf 
with a ^h'ip diunond as hers. Sbe had 
exchanged with Blanche, each wearing 
the other's. This some ring was posi- 
tiv>:ly identified at the preliminary ez- 
amtuation by a second-hand dealer, as 
one ottered him for sale by Doront 
after Blanche disappeared.

LouiaviiXB. Sept. 13. — A horrible 
accident, leaulting in tha death of five 

and the wounding of two members of 

the Louisville Legion, occutred yester 
day by the explosion of niniur.iiition in 
the caisson ot the gun which was being 
driven to Phoenix Hill for service in 
oonnectiou with the G. A. B. parade. 

The killed are: 

Corporal A. L. BobinwMk 

Private Charles Wooda. 

Private Mc Bride. 

Private Howard Irwin. 

Drives' William Adams, oolored. 

The wounded ore: 

Fred Cohn, eyas and faea badly 
burned. 
WiUam Hobbo. 

All tha men excepting the oolored 
dxitar wara liMmbers of BaaferrA of 
tbe Kentucky notional gnaid and all re- 
side iu Louisville. 

The accident occurred on Broadway, 
between Third and Fotirth streets, 
where the First Kentucky artillery 
were stationed for the purpose of firing 
the morning salute. 

Eye witnes.>eR to the shocking acci- 
dent say thai the explosion was caused 
by droppui;; the case ou the friction 
primer of tun piece. The gun was situ- 
ated directly in the center of the street, 
pointing toward Kourth avenue. 

Two of the bodies were blown over 
the iiou.setops and were horrioly man- 
gled. 

Two horses attached to the cannon 
were so horribly nuuiglod that they had 

to be killed. 

As sooii IS the accident occurred the 
city ambiiluice was called and the 
wounded men wert; taLen to tin.- Noi ioii 
luririuary, wiieie iln ir injuries, Wi f" at- 
tended lo. It IS le.uvd iii.a Fred (. .iiiu 
will die. The whole ieft snie ol his '.:ti'e 
was blown off. Even it lie >hoiii(! re- 
cover he will be blind and boiTibiy uis- 
flgured. Hobbs was badly bUmed about 
the face aud bruised. 

The body of the colored driver, man- 
f;led almost beyond rect:gnition, fell o.i 
the front porch of a resideuco fully 300 
feet from the place where the exi.lo- e/'i 
occurred, .lust outside the fence au'i 
on the sidewalk was the body of Pri- 
vate Woods. Bits of flesh and pieces of 
bloody uniform were scattered all along 
the street, clinging to the treetops and 
in the shattered windows. A leg and 
lialt a coat were found on Third street, 
one block south of whei-e tbe e&plosioti 
took place. They must have been blown 
( lear over a «-story aud busoment 
house. Several mangled legs and arms 
were found on the tops of adjacent 
houses. 

J lie body of Howard Irwin was so 
badly mangled tuat it was almost im- 
possible to gather it up without a shov- 
el. It was found at the intersection ot 
Broadway and Fourth streets, almost a 
block away.

The crop growing season is drawing to 
a close, yet it is pleasing to note that the 
correspondents continue to send in their 
cheerful reports with interest unabate<l. 
That they should be faithful in forward- 
ing them, and jubilant over the rich har- 
vests the farmers have already reaped 
and tlie abundant crops which they are 
now honsinz, is not .surprisinK w hen it ia 
rememl)ered how l)oiintilull tlie elements 
of weather have contiiljuted toward the 
success of the .sea.son's work on the farm. 
Better than all the fertilizers that can he 
produced is a continued spell of warm 
weather that is interrupted at almost 
regular intervals by the occurrence of 
favorable showers. 

Tills has been the character of the 
weather <lurinic the nast week, showers 
temporarily susjienaing the warm sun- 
shine that prevailed during the days. 
Altliougli almost every county, with 
possibly a few exceptions, received some 
rainfall, the distribution was by no 
means uniform. Heavy showers occurred 
in the extreme western counties and 
also in numerous counties scattered 
throughout other portions of tho State. 
On the other hand, in some conntiss the 
amount of rainfall received waa very 
light, and not being proportionate to the 
requirements of these respective looali* 
ties, there is some complaint of droath. 
Even in Fayette County and other por- 
tions of the Bluegraas region stock water 
is acaroe and paatures are dnrlng up. 

On ths whole, however, tne cron con- 
ditiona are generally favorable, ana even 
in those conntiss or aeotiona where little 
or no rain waa experienced during the 
week, the warm, dry weather had the 
effect of hastening the crops toward 
maturity, and the winding up of the 
season's business in the garden. 

The early corn crop is now made be- 
yond all fear of effects from too previous 
frost, or from possible drouth. Cutting 
is in progress in many sections, and the 
crop IS an exceptionally good one. Late 
com is in generally fair condition, but is 
needing rain in some localities. 

Although there may still be seen some 
green fields of tobacco, yet in most parts 
of the State cutting is in progress, and a 
considerable quantity has already been 
housed. Generally speaking, it is re- 
ported in good condition, but there is 
still much complaint of damage by 
worms. Their ravages, however, are 
diminishing, aa compared with last week's 
report, and it is thought probable that 
they will entirely osase during the next 
week or ten days. 

Clover is in generally good condition, 
although there is complaint of it being 
choked by weeds. 

Paatures are in excellent shape gen- 
erally, and have been greatly improved 
in those sections where drouth had pre- 
vailed. 

Sorghum is being made op and ia # 

good vield. 
Melona are so abundant that acrea of 

them are being fed to stock. 

Cabbage is rotting in some localities 
that have experienced rainfall too fre- 
quently during the season. 

Winter apples are ripening prenia- 
turely.

FftU-Who wm Be BUhoyt 

[CovlnKtiin News of Cincinnati Trii)une.l 

A change in the diocesan arrangement 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
Kentucky is contemplated, which will 
be especially interesting to the Covington 
members of that church. It is the 
division of the State into two dioceses 
and the probable selection of Covington 
for the residence of thi Bishop governing 
the eastern half, Louisville being the 
Episcopal residence of the other. 

The diocese of Kentucky now includes 
the whole State, and the work of direct- 
ing the afikira of such a large territory is 
very laborlona. Bishop Dudley, now in 
charge, is a man of remarkable energy 
and ability, and the growth of the church 
under him has been very rapid. At the 
Diocesan Council in Louisville last May 
it was considered advisable for the inter- 
est of the church to divide the diooeae in 
two, and a committee, of which Rev. R. 
U rattan Noland, of this city, and Rev. 
Mr. McCready,of Newport, are members, 
was appointed to examine into the feasi- 
bility and possiljility of tiie division. At 
a meeting of the Council, to be held on 
September 24th, in Louisville, it is un- 
derstood that the committee will report 
for the division, recommending the Ken- 
tucky river aa the dividing line of t> e 
two dioceses. It is regarded among 
chnrcli people here as a certainty tbi t 
tlie Council will accept the report. 

The question will then Im referred to 
thjB General Convention of the Kpiscopal 
Church, which meets in Minneapolis, 
Minn., on October 2 next, for final action. 
F. Wolcott, of this city, is the lay dele- 
gate to the convention, representing the 
Kentucky diocese, of which he has been 
delegate for twenty years. There is no i 
doubt that the convention will sanction ' 
the change. That being receive' 1 the 
(question of who will be Bishop of the i 
eastern half of the State will arise. The I 
Rev. Frank Woods Baker, rector of .St ' 
Paul's, Cincinnati, is most prominently 
mentioned for the advancement. The 
following are also spoken ot : Rev. Dr. 
Reverdy Estill, formerly of St. Psul's, 
Newport, BOW of SLPfenl's, Lonievilie; 
Dr. Burton, rector of St. Andrews's Lou- 
isville, and Dr. Gibson, of Christ's 
Church, Cincinnati. 

It isconsidered highly probable that the 
new Bishop will select Covington as his 
residence for the advantages of its close 
proximity to Cincinnati, and St. John's, 
at Scott and Eighteenth streets, as the 
church which might most appropriately 
be aelected aa the cathedral. Othera 
speak of Lexington as likely to be made 
tiic cathedral city from its eotttral loca* 
tion in the new diocese.
